Seventh Fleet with the 
power to give substance to4 
that policy. Nevertheless 
President Eisenhower's con- 
gressional message does 
affect the emphasis inherent 
in tho operational orders 
previously issued to the 
Seventh Fleet. 

Requiring clarification is the 
{mplication that Quemoy or 
any of the other adjacent 
jslonda in Nationalist hands 
could come under American 
guna. This becomes danger- 
ously suggestive and seems 
to be a deliberate shift from 
President Hisenhower’s 
stand last summer against 
local intervention.

Moscow, Jan. 26. 

The Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet—Russia’s 
parliament—has ended the 
state of war existing 
between the Soviet Union 
and Germany since June 22. 
1941, it.was announced to-

The Presidium, presided over 
by President Klement Voro- 
shilov and a Vice-President of 
the 16 republics, Issued the 
decree tm days after Russia 
agroed to recognise West Ger- 
mony provided that she drop 
her plang to rearm. 

Britain, the United States and 
France terminated the state of 
war In a joint declaration signed 
on July 9, 1951. More than 40

Unique, cho, was the reason,
